decide.'-whether the.'cqnvenlion sdmll 
be called. Convi'rtiions of that char- 
acter are somewhat expensive, and if 
the bonanza men succeed in elbcting 
a Legislature'favorable to^Jie repeal 
of the tax on-fins-net proceeds of 
mineo, it would fjll heavily on tho

Thare are about 30 


specimens which show nil the differ- 
ent forms of crystallization peculiar 
to this mineral. The largest opal in 
the world is here. It weighs 602 
carats and is valued at 325,000. Two 
cameos are cut in opal, one of them 
is 
the bend of the Emperor of 


Austria. This is surronnded by a 
setting of emeralds, rubies and dia- 
monds, which show the thi-ee nation- 
al colors, green, red and white, the 
other one is the head of the Empress 
and is surrounded by a beautiful set- 
ting of diamonds. The head of the 
Emperor is in a lady's bracelet and 
that of the Empress ia in a locket. 
This collections of opals received 
first prize medals at exhibitions in 
France, Ronmania, Austria and Swe- 
den. Going across the main aisle 
now, the Mexican exhibit ia the first 
one found after leaving the sections 
of the United States. 
The leading 


interest of this country is her mines, 
consequently the principal exhibit 
which she makes here is that of her 
minerals and she does make a fine 
display of them. This is the only 
foreign country exhibiting silver 
ores which can in any propriety lay 
claim to rivalship with Nevada 
When we consider that from the con- 
quest by Cortez in 1321 up to the 
present time about $12,000,000,000 in 
silver have been produced there, we 
need not be at all surprised at her 
claim. Near the entianco to this de- 
partment the first thing to be seen is 
an immense 


CAKE OF SILVER, 


Which weighs 4,002 Ibs and is val- 
ued at $72,000. It has the appear- 
ance of having been run out from a 
furnace, when in a molten state, into 
a hole in the ground and there al- 


and has been arranged by the Geo- 
logical Survey of that country.

comprises specimens of gold, silver, 
copper, iron, lead and graphite ores,

New South Wales makes a large 


and interesting exhibit of her mine- 
ral resources. The specimens are 
very nicely arranged in paste-board 
boxes similar to those used in the 
Nevada State cabinet at Carson. Tho 
mineral exhibit is the principal feat- 


of this country's display. 
It 


consists chiefly of gold, tin and cop 
per ores. There is a large number of 
samples of stream tin from various 
localities and some beautiful speci- 
mens of lode tin showing the natural 
crystals of that mineral. There are 


of this gum were exported valued at 
$140,000. Half a dozen long glass 
tube* 2 inches in diameter are filled 
with samples of the varnish.

is also a good collection of the woods 
of that country, polished ard var- 
nished. 


Tasmania displays some good spec- 


imens of iron and tin ores with about 
30 large ingots of refined tin, a box 
of gutn of the Oyster bay pine, sam- 
ples of coal, petrified wood, pipe 
clay, sienna and umber earths, slates, 
marbles and native woods.

One case contains specimens 
of gold bearing quartz, one of the 
specimens shows opal in gold, an- 
other is placed in position so as to 
be seen through a magnifying glass, 
they are all large and about aa rich 
as any to be seen at the exhibit ou. 
Another case contains about 30 sam- 
ples of gold dust in glass vials and a 
number of fine samples of p.-ocions 
opal on brown iron ore, stream tin, 
and crystals of magnetic, chromic 
and specular iron. Then there are 
somo large specimens of gold bear- 
ing pyrites and a great slab of 
malachite, quite as pretty as those 
from Russia, a fine lot of copper 
ingots, an attraction exhibit of the 
ores of antimony with samples of the 
star regains, a great variety of trap- 
peon, granitic, metamerphio, carbon- 
iferous and cretaceous rocks, also 
samples of the soils derived from 
desert sandstones and Queensland

The minerals are sil- 
ver, copper, gold, hem, antimony, 
zinc, lead, sulphur, arsenic and 
cobalt. There are also several pri- 
vate collections which show quite as 
great a variety of silver ores and 
other minerals as can be found iu 
Nevada. Here is a great lump of

which •weighs 4,000 Iba., some fine 
specimens of obsidian and two ex- 
hibits which show all the transfor- 
mations that the ores undergo before 
tho silver is extracted. 
Then there 


are specimens illustrative of the 
geology of the country, and some 
fine samples of building stones. But 
by far the prettiest feature in the 
Mexican mineral department is the 
display of maible. 
SomQ of the 


specimens are washed onyx and 
others of the same mineral are marked 
marble. 
We are inclined to think 


the mineral is neither tho one nor 
the other, but what is known as 
oriental alabaster. 
But no matter 


whether it is onyx, marble or alabas 
ter, it takes a fine polish, is almost 
translucent, and ia of a variegated 
amber color. Some of the articles 
manufactured from this mineral, 
such as table tops, vases, etc., rival 
in beauty those made from the fa- 
tuous Russian malachite, lapis lazul- 
li and rhodonite, and were it Lot for 
the prices marked on the different 
articles for «u»la we should have 
thought them qnite as valuable. The 
price of an immense block, which 
weigh* several tons and out of which 
a great many tabta tops might be 
made, is only $270 gold.

Tho parallel might be contin- 
ued further, as about noon the office 
snspendedfoperations, the run on the 
establishment having exhausted the 
the supply of Virus on hand. Upon 
notice being given to that effect the 
disappointed applicants, after dis- 
cussing the matter iu groups for a 
while, gradually, dispersed. 
The 


rush io-day exceeds all previous oc- 
casions. The United State Govern- 
ment seems to have caught the infec- 
tion of alarm, as the Postmaster this 
morning addressed a communication 
to the Health officer declining to 
deliver any more letters at the Health 
offico on account of exposing the 
carriers to the contagion. Seventeen 
cases and three deaths were report- 
ed yesterday, and seven cases and 
three deaths this morning. A panic 
on a Bush street car this morning 
was occasioned by the entrance of a 
woman broken out with a first class 
case of small pox. She was on her 
way to admittance to the pest-house. 
The passengers, with ready sympathy 
granted her exclusive use of the car. 
Barmodis, the quack who reported a 
case of small-pox as scarlet fever was 
to day sentenced to pay a fine of $000 
or spend 250 days in the County Jail. 
Failing to furnish the money, he was 
locked up.

MEADOWS.—From Mr. A. 


A. Longley, of Truekee Meadows, 
who was in Virginia City yesterday, 
tbe Enterprise, learns several import- 
ant items. He said the storm n few 
days ago caused immense damage to 
tbo bay crop. Much hny was cnt 
when tbe rain of Friday—week be- 
fore lust—occurred. Tben followed 
three or four days of alternate show- 
ers and sunshine; the weather in tbe 
intervals between the showers was 
thai close sultry kind of weather so 
well known in tbe East, under which 
crops which have been cut and left 
exposed in the fields will perish fast- 
er than under a storm. Mr. Longley 
estimates the loss in Lay at several 
hundred tons. In regard to tbe army 
worms, be says they are working in 
tbe most unaccountable way. They 
attack one field and leave the next, 
bnt where they are, no green thing is 
left. 
Alfalfa cut many weeks since 


has not grown a particle; or, rather, 
. the pests have destroyed every leaf as 
last as it has formed. They could 
be destroyed by flooding the ground 
for three or four days, bat that 
would destroy the clover also, and so 
tbe farmers prefer to let them alone, 
hoping that their operations will be 
confined to this year, and that tbey 
will not eat up the alfalfa roots so 
that they •will not grow next year. 
Army worms are old enemies to 
Truekee Meadows. We have seen 
there in the old days, about a million 
to the square inch—more or less.

have boon known almost ever since 
tbe whites have lived in Nevada, but 
their very prominence was against 
them, for people naturally concluded 
they were not worth anything and «o 
paid no attention to them.

among these ledges for several sea- 
sons, little imagining that be was 
treading over such good rock. Dr. 
S. Bishop, of this place, who by the 
way had considerable to do with min- 
ing before this time, was called to 
attend a lady who was sick near Pyr- 
amid Lake. While there he espied a 
piece of rock on a table, which upon 
examination seemed to look pretty 
fair. He asked where it came from. 
These large ledges were shown him, 
and he thought enough of the speci- 
men to bring it to Beno and have it 
assayed. 
The' result was so goad 


that he immediately repaired to the 
spot aud located 1500 feet, or what 
he christened tbe Monarch. 
His 


snccesa attracted others and the dis- 
covery came into prominence imme- 
diately. The favorable looks in the 
tunnel they are running in the In- 
fant has divided the attention be- 
tween- the two points. Nearly the 
entire'district is owned by Beno men, 
who have sufficient confidence in it 
to spend their money freely in devel- 
oping the mines. If tbey succeed in 
getting something good there it will 
be a great help to Eeno, directly by 
its own trade and by the stimulus it 
will give other districts. 


Town sites have been located in 


both Pyramid City and Cold Spring, 
but beyond a few buildings actually 
needed the towns are not built up 
yet. Plenty of good water is to be 
bad, particularly 'nt Cold Spring, 
where a largo spring which gives its 
name to the place is sitnated.
